REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 6,880,451 to Beilner et al. The improvement comprises a 
radial swivel motor with compensating gaps that are arranged on both sides of the sealing device, 
such that the compensating gaps on one side are not overlapped by the compensating gaps on the 
other side for the purposes of operating at a wider range of temperatures. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
